P.J.'s brand of “new music” is difficult to classify. He 
devotes his lyrical talents to describing and defining social 
and political dilemas of the 1980s, ranging from the inanities 
of modern human courtship rituals -- to genocide. Some critics 
along the New Wave club circuit have compared him to Bob Dylan. 


His eclectic musical styles are another matter. Critics have 
cited comparisons between P.J. and such groups as the Doors, 
the Velvet Underground and the Ventures. One Boston reviewer 
put P.J.'s music in a new genre -- “ragtime rock.” The presti- 
gious Music Connection of Los Angeles identifies the main 

influences on P.J. as ranging between Shostokovich and Manzarek.

He was raised in Minneapolis 
and later studied at California State University at Los Angeles 
and Northeastern University in Boston. 


Before he formed The Terrorists, P.J. helped organize and served 
as the main composer and singer with The Paradox, based in 
Minneapolis, and later the Specimens, based in Boston. 


The latter band performed with such stars and groups as The 
Plimsouls, Translator, Lydia Lunch, The Individuals, Johnny 
Thunders, The Big Boys, The Suburbs, the Violent Femmes, Surning 
Sensations and The Call. It toured extensively in Canada and 
the United States, covering 26 states including Alaska.
